even the par ents them selves not be­ 
in g able to give the exact r ecor d. 
Jesse w as bor n at C ar th age and 
sustained his 
fir st 
fr actur e 
of a 
lim b ther e w hen he w as a child of 
tw o or thr ee 
year s, 
and sever al 
other br eaks follow ed befor e the 
fam ily r em oved to Sedalia, eleven 
year s ago. 
T h e lad is unusually br ight, but 
the numer ous mishaps he has met 
w ith have kept him out of school 
near ly if not quite one-half of the 
time since he began studyiL g, or 
o th er w isj he w ould be much far ther 
advanced than he n ow is 
in his 
school w or k. 


D r . W . J. Fer guson has 
been 
called upon to r educe yo u n g W il- 
ker son’s fr actur es not less than a 
scor e of times. 
T h e lad is atlUcted 
w ith a disease called r ickets, D r . 
Fer guson says, his bones being as 
br ittle as glass, and a 
fall 
or a 
knock of an ar m or leg against al­ 


most an yth in g har d is cer tain to 
r esult in a br oken bone. 
O n one occasion, M r s. W ilk e r ­ 


son says, Jesse had thr ee fr actur es 
at one time. 
H e had br oken one 
of his legs and w as ly in g upon a 
couch. 
H e endeavor ed 
to

over to get some ar ticle off of the 
w in d o w sill, w hen he r olled to the 
floor , sustaining a fr actur e of both 
hip bones. 
O n another occasion, M r s. W ilk ­ 
er son says, Jesse w as sittin g on a 
quilt that had been 
folded four 
times and placed upon the floor . 
Jesse tum bled over backw ar d , the 
r esult 
bein g 
another 
fr actur ed 
lim b. 
Sever al times he has br oken his 
leg by hur r iedly step p in g off of the 
por ch, but a m ajor ity of his a cci­ 
dents have occur r ed w h ile the lad 
w as p la yin g w ith his com panions 
and in his excitem ent becam e car e­ 
less. 
T h e br eaks, D r . Fer guson says, 
heal in just about the same tim e r e­ 
quir ed in 
the cases of other pa­ 


tients. 
T h e lad 
exper iences

same pain that do other s sim ilar ly 
afflicted, but he bear s it all her oic­ 
ally, and does not com plain one- 
h alf as m uch as do m any adults 


w h o have sustained like m ishaps.

Sheriff Frank Bradford, of Boone 
county , and Dr. H. J . Waters, 
dean of the state agricultural col­ 
lege, were stoned by a mob of stu- 
, dents at Columbia last Thursday 
night, and were for a time prison­ 
ers in the agricultural building on 
the campus of Missouri univ ersity . 
Sheriff Bradford and Dr. Waters 
had taken shelter in the office of 
the dean in the agricultural build­ 
ing, which was surrounded by a 
howling mob of students, who de­ 
manded the release of one of their 
number,who had just been arrested 
by the sheriff. 
Sheriff Bradford refused, and 
the students bombarded the build­ 
ing with stones. 
The sheriff was 
twice struck by stones thrown 
through the windows, but held his 
prisoner in custody until the ar­ 
riv al of a detail of special police, 
who dispersed the mob. 
In the fight on the campus one 
student was seriously clubbed by 
the police. 
Enraged at this, the 
students attacked the officers. The 
police drew their rev olv ers and 
commanded the mob to disperse. 
The students replied with a v ol­ 
ley of sticks and stones and flour­ 
ished kniv es and rev olv ers. 
Foui 
of the students were arrested and 
held in jail until bond was fur­ 
nished. 
Later, four more were 
arrested, and eight students paid 
fines in the police court. 
The riot started while the stu­ 
dents were celebrating the v ictory 
of the Missouri univ ersity team 
ov er Iowa at Iowa City . 
The 
students had captured a road en­ 
gine, which they dragged to the 
campus. 
Sheriff Bradford arrested 
one of the offenders. 
This started 
the riot. 
The police aie inv estigating the 
case, and it is probable that more 
arrests will be made. 
The uni­ 
v ersity authorities may also take 
some action.

Thirty Thou sand More Div orced Women 
Than Men in the United States. 
There are 30,000 more div orced 
women than there are div orced men 
in the United States, the ofiiciai tig- 
u res being 8 4,000 div orced men and 
114.000 div orced women. This dis­ 
parity , say s the Kew York Su n, is 
accou nted 
for 
by the fact that 
men procu ring div orces or from 
whom div orces’ hav e been procu red 
more often remarry than women u n­ 
der like conditions. 
The nu mber of div orced men is 
largest in Indiana, which has 5,7 00. 
There are more than 4,000 each in 
California, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, 
New York and Pennsy lv ania. Tex as 
has 3,5 00 and Massachu setts 2,5 00. 
Sou th Carolina, the only state 
which has no law au thorizing or per­ 
mitting div orces, has 27 5 div orced 
men among its residents, and Sou th 
Dakota, a state which has beconke 
noted by reason of the facility with 
which div orce is granted, has 5 6 3. 
New Jersey has, proportionately , 
a v ery small nu mber, 7 5 0,'and Kan­ 
sas, a mu ch smaller state in popu la­ 
tion, a mu ch larger nu mber, 2,16 5 . 
In Utah, where plu ral marriages 
were the ru le among the ^Mormons 
u ntil recent y ears, the nu mber of 
div orced persons Is 335 , a little below 
the av erage, and Idaho, with abou t 
half the popu lation of Utah and a 
considerable proportion of Mormons, 
has 46 0. 
The state in w’hich there is the 
largest nu mber of div orced women 
(div orced and not remarried) is Ohio, 
with 7 ,7 00; Illinois has 7 ,6 00 and 
Tex as 5 ,8 00. 
After Tex as comes New York and 
then Pennsy lv ania, Indiana, Michi­ 
gan, Missou ri, Massachu setts and 
California. All these hav e more than 
4.000 each. 
In some of the sou thern states, 
Alabama, Georgia, Kentu cky , Lou is­ 
iana, Mississippi, North Carolina and 
Tennessee among them, the nu mber 
of div orced women is twice as large 
as the nu mber of div orced men. 
In Alasko there are more div orced 
women than div orced men; in Hawaii 
there are more div orced men than di­ 
v orced women. 
Indiana, with a popu lation of 300 ,- 
000 less than Massachu setts, has 12,- 
000 div orced persons, and Massachu ­ 
setts has 6,000._________
